Fvciyono familial with the conlitions unlci which nee is giown mai- 
kctcl anl consume 1 will appreciate the magnitnlo an] complexity of om task 
alieal Ihey will agiee also with the decision of the Commission that effec- 
tive woik on all phases of the rice problem cannot be carried on Simultaneously 
Rather a start must he made on a few pi ejects that are basic in character and 
that show promise of tangible results within a re isonable time Some readeis 
of this repoit may feel disappointed over the elementary nature of the Commis- 
sion s program for the year ahead but it should be remembered that fundamen- 
tal improvements in aguculture and nutrition come very slowly, especially 
among peorle who lack the educational and other resources for taking adv an. 
tage of the knoulelge of science anl technology But a good start has been 
made during the fir«t Session toward the pooling ail 1 exchange of essential in- 
formation and technical assistance The Commission has agreed on certain 
pnoiities of woil and upon a procedure for carry ing it forward It likewise 
has reached decisions or a number of basic questions of rice terminology and 
statistical reporting— -questions th 3 t must be decided in the beginning so that 
the Commission and its members may have common working tools

CHAPTER I 


INTRODUCTION 


T HE International Bice Commission was created after a genes of mtei- 
governmental meetings had revealed that unless some international hody 
was given direct responsibility for concentrating on the rice problem, the po- 
sition of nee producers and consumers would likely become progressively vvoise 
The various technical aspects of the problem had been analyzed carefully by 
the Bice Study Group at Trivandrum, India in July 1947, and questions of 
organization, function and program had heen subsequently considered at tbe 
Baguio Rice Meeting m March 1948 1 In November 1948 the Fourth Session 
of tho FAO Conference, following the recommendations of the Council of FAO 
approved tho creation of the Commission and instiucted the Dnector— General 
to proceed with its organization as soon as the requisite number of govern- 
ments had accepted tho Constitution formulated at Baguio 3 The peitinent 
decisions of the Fourth Session were as follows 

"(a) The creation of aq International Rice Commission in accordance with 
the provisions of the Draft Constitution for an International Rice 
Council drawn up at the Baguio Conference is approved 
“(b) The International Bice Commission shall make regular reports on its 
activities to the Council of FAO 


“(c) The Director —General shall, as expeditiously as feasible, proceed with 
the organization of this Commission and with the preparation of 
i Rules of procedure providing for the necessary integration of the 
activities of the International Rice Commission with the policies 
and work of FA.O, 

n The neccssaiy financial and administrative regulations ”

4 Prepare a note on treatment of seeds with phosphate solution and 
other chemicals as a possible means of increasing proluction, this material 
to be assembled from countries having done experimental work (Burma, 
Ceylon India, Japan, and Pakistan), summarized by FAO, and distributed to 
the member countries of the Commission at tho earliest convenience Tho 
material should be submitted to FAO by 1, August 1949.

CHAPTER III 

RICE DISTRIBUTION AND UTILIZATION 


T HE Commission lecognizing that better nutrition is the end toward which 
all production efforts are directed that the loss of food and food values 
between the producer and the ultimate consumer is a basic cause of the 
world’s food deficiencies and malnutrition and that improvements in distri- 
bution and utilization have not kept pace with advances in production agreed 
that action should betaken along the following lines during 1949- 50 ns a 
means of minimizing some of these pioblems 


MARKETING AND CONSERVATION OF SUPPLIES 
Standardization of Grades and Qualities of Rice 

The Commission agrees that a compilation of terminology of the com- 
meicnl 0 ralmg of rice common!} used m member countries would be 
helpful in the international distubntion of nee It is lecomminded that 
lncmbci governments shoul l each submit a dcscuptivc glossaij of tcimi 
no’ogy usel in ucc grading to the Executive Secretaiy foi compilation and 
for circulation to member governments 

Storage of Rice 

Following the recommenlation of the National Rice Conservation Cam- 
paign made at the Baguio Meeting recognizing the importance of the pro- 
blems concerned with rice storage and noting the progress made b} some 
member countries in relucm.. losses tiom insect and rodent infestation 
the Commission recommends that information on the storage methods that 
pioved successful in minimizing losses and conserving quality of nee 
should be collected anl made available by the Secretariat to all member 
governments 

Rice Milling Practices 

TjfidcrmtUtnq The Commission agiees that the use o£ undermiUed 
nec should be encouraged according to the recommendations ottheTnvan-

The Commission rcilizcs the desirability and possibility of utilizing 
th by pi lucts of the ucc plant such as nee stiavv husk anl bran foi the 
manufacture of valuable mlustiial anl food items Such a practice will 
not only contribute gieatly to the economy of the rice-producing countnes 
1 nt will also ten 1 to impiove the social and economic conhtion of nee 
farmers Adequate measures shoull be taken by the Sccretanat of tlic 
Commission to obtain all infoimation available on the utilization of ncc 
hj -i io lucts an 1 to place it at the lispo«al of member governments

CHAPTER IV

T HE foundation foi impio\emont of ixce statistics was laid in the rccommcn- 
datiom of the Rice Study Gioup the Smgapoie Statistical Confeience, and 
tho Baguio Rice Meeting These iecommendations therefoie are accepted as 
the basis of the Commission s Statistics Program and havo the general suppoit 
of all participating membeis. Bnt tho immediate task ahead is to tianslatc these 
lecomratndations into action and especiallj to focus attention an l initiate 
weak on those phases of the piobtem that me susceptihio to earf> sofntion Thfr 
has been tho glinting principle m adopting tho following progiam and iccom-

on Rice Commission affairs Where active National FAO Committees do 
not exist governments are urged to assign personnel and nheie possible,
